AFTER four decades, a Holo- 
caust survivor has won his bitter 
battle for reparations from 
Germany. 

Hugo Princz, 72, and 10 other 
US survivors will share a $2.1 
Million settlement, said two con- 
gressmen, Frank Pallone (D-NJ) 
and Charles Schumer (D-NY). 

That settlement, officially be- 
tween the US and Germany, will

Although the settlement does 
not create a new category of sur- 
vivors eatited to reparations, the 
congressmen said yesterday that 
others may qualify for compensa- 
tion. The criteria for reparations 
will be published at a later date. 

Representatives of the State 
Department and the German 
government yesterday signed the 
agreement, which also stipulates 
that a separate action against the 
German companies that profited 
from the use of slave labor in the 
camps will not be pursued. 

That referred to Princz’s suit 
against the successors of the 
Nazi-era companies, including 
Bayer A.G., Messerschmidt- 
Boelkow-Blohm, BASF A.G., 
and Hoechst A.G. 

Princz, of Highland Park, New 
Jersey, had tried to sue the Ger- 
man government for réparations, 
but his efforts were blocked when 
Germany argued that US law had 
protected it from being sued in 
American courts.

“J EGOTIATIONS in Am- 
man fast week on the 
problem of the displaced 

persons from the West Bank end- 
ed with no progress on who 
should be defined as ‘“‘displaced.“ 

But all parties did agree there 
is a difference between a “‘dis- 
placed person” and a “refugee.” 

“R ” are those who left 
what is now Israel in 1948 or ear- 
lier. Those who left the territories 
because of the Six Day War are 


Most of the displaced persons 
are from the West Bank. But the 
delegates from Israel, the PLO, 
Jordan and Egypt disagreed on 
who should be included and who 
should not. 

Israeli delegates insisted that 
only those directly affected by the 
1967 war be counted; the Arab 
delegates wanted to include peo- 


ple who left the West Bank be- ' 


fore and after the war. 

The estimated gap in the fig- 
ures starts at 200,000 and muns to 
more than a million. 

On the face of it, the problem

The PLO does not concur. 

It is not very concemed about 
the stability of the existing social 
and political infrastructures in 
the West Bank. 

The PLO says Palestinians 
should follow the example of 
Israel's early years, when ali Jew- 
ish newcomers were absorbed re- 
gardless of criteria, quality or 
quantity, putting the national in- 
terest above all. 

In this dispute between West 
Bank leaders and the PLO, Jor- 
dan, as usual, supports the West 
Bankers’ position. The cliché 
that Jordan wants to “get rid“ of 
as many Palestinians as possible 
is groundless -- after all. Jordan 
alone absorbed some 200,000 
Palestinians expelled from Ku- 
wait and the Gulf. 

Jordan is much more interest- 
ed in the matter of West Bank 
stability. A turbulent West Bank 
spells trouble for Jordan, as hap- 
pened during the intifada. Am- 
man’s policy now has a much 
sharper focus — to establish a 
clear distinction between the in- 
habitants of the West Bank and 
those of the East Bank.

Mubarak, after publicly ques- 
tioning the king’s motives, sent 
his foreign mimister to Amman at 
the end of August to discuss Iraq. 
A day later, Egypt's semiofficial 
press attacked Jordan. 

“It was noticed thar the Egyp- 
tians are angered when they are 
not in the picture about any event 
in the region,” King Hussein said. 

King Hussein hopes the shift on 
Iraq — backed by further support 
from Washington -- will help re- 
store ties to Saudi Arabia and Gulf 
states still angry at his refusal to 
support the US-led coalition that 
liberated Kuwait. He toid a news- 
paper that Saudi Arabia was the 
only Arab government he in- 
formed of the Iraqi defections. 

Saudi Arabia welcomed the 
shift, but wants more. 
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Jordan's only concrete im- 
provements in foreign relations 
in the last year have been with 
the US and, most conspicuously, 
with Israel. 

Israel’s advocates in Washing- 
ton have campaigned tirelessly 
on Jordan’s behalf, explaining 
the many meetings between Jew- 
ish groups and King Hussein or 
Crown Prince Hassan. 

Itis a remarkable reversal from 
five years ago, when spontaneous 
popular support for Saddam and 
anger at the US left Jordan isolat- 
ed from Washington. Jordanians 
cheered as Iraqi Scud missiles 
streaked across their skies to hit 
Tel Aviv and Haifa. 

Now Jordan finds itself at the 
heart of US efforts to build a Mid- 
die East where Israel is no longer 
an outsider. (Reuter) 
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vote in the territories will identify 
themselves with the Palestinian 
Avtonomy, and their Jordanian 
citizenship will be reconsidered. 

Those who have already voted 
for Jordan's parliament will final- 
ly be defined as Jordanians. The 
PLO will lose all claim to repre- 
sent them, although that doesn’t 
mean Jordan will stop supporting, 
Palestinian issues. 

A correct reading of the whole 
issue, however, indicates that 
much of that support will be mere 
lip-service. Jordan's main inter- 
est is to send to the West Bank 
only those who have close links to 
the area — those true Palestinians 
who stil] feel they are strangers in 
Jordan.

GCC declares 
Iraq should 
obey UN 


OREIGN ministers of six 
Feu Arab states this week 
discussed developments in 
Iraq following the recent defec- 
tion of a top aide to Saddam Hus- 
sein and two of the Iraqi leader's 
daughters. 
In an inaugural address, Bah- 
rain’s Sheikh Mohammed bin 
Mubarak AI Khalifa, whose 
country currently bolds the rotat- 
ing presidency of the Gulf Coop- 
eration Council, called on Sad- 
dam to quickly implement 
United Nations resolutions to 
end the isolation and suffering of 
his people. 
The Saudi-led GCC also urged 
fran to adopt a “good neighbor” 
policy in its dispute with the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates over three 
Gulf islands. 
Tran and the UAE have been 
locked in a dispute over the Gulf 
5 pot Abu Musa, and the

Oman and the UAE. GCC states 
were key backers of Kuwait when 
it was invaded by Iraq in 1990. 

Because of their limited mili- 
tary means, they opened their 
countries to a US-led coalition 
that routed the Iragis from Ku- 
wait in the 1991 Gulf War. 

The defection of key Iraqi fig- 
ures to Jordan last month has 
raised the possibility of political 
turmoil in Iraq, which could ulti- 
mately bring down the regime. 

Hussein Kamel, the brain be- 
hind Iraq's weapons programs, 
has called for the downfall of his 
father-in-law, Saddam Hussein. 

Sheikh Mohammed, the Bah- 
rainj foreign minister, said Iraq 
should free ail Kuwaiti and other 
prisoners captured during its oc- 
cupation of the emirate. 
Baghdad has denied Kuwaiti 
claims that it still holds hundreds 
of prisoners. 

He said Baghdad should coop- 
erate with the UN and implement 
all resolutions in order to “ease 
the suffering of the Iraqi people 
and protect Iraq's sovereignty.”

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Jewish Institute for National Security 

Affairs (JINSA), one of the most effec- 

tive Jewish organizations in the US, was 

founded in 1976 to propagate the notion that 

Israel is not a charity case but a valuable US 

ally, and to persuade the mostly liberat-Ameri- 

can Jewish community that a strong, defense- 

oriented US is important for the survival of all 
the democracies. 

In the almost 20 years of its existence the 
organization has managed to attract leading 
Americans not usually associated with Jewish 
affairs. Among its most effective projects have 
been tours in which leading statesmen and high- 
ranking military officers visit Israel and meet its 
leadership. Supported by both Republicans and 
Democrats in Washington, the organization has 
been enthusiastically applauded by leaders of 
virtually all parties in Israel, including Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

On Monday night JINSA held its annual 
dinner. Typically, the event was attended by 
three leading senators (two Democrats and one 
Republican), 14 congressmen, several cabinet 
officers, numerous generals and admirals (in- 
cluding Assistant Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 


* of Staff Lt-Gen. Daniel Christman), and more 


than 20 executives of the major military 
industries. 

In the past, such dinners were always attend- 
ed by senior officials from the Israeli embassy, 
particularly by the staff of the military attache’s 
office. But on Monday πὸ one from the embassy 
showed up. In what can only be viewed as 
calculated rudeness, the embassy’s military 
staff had not even bothered to acknowledge the 
invitations. 

The reason for this quasi-boycott is that Isra- 
el’s government is unhappy with JINSA’s stand 


wee failure and the problem of this divided 
East Mediterranean aie is a smoldering vol- 
cano waiting for its day to erupt again. 

The US Hone of Representatives on Mon- 
day approved a long-overdue resolution de- 
scribing Turkish military occupation of north- 
em Cyprus as le and demanding 
complete demilitarization of the divided coun- 
try. The resolution called on the United States 
and the United Nations to encourage resolution 
of the Cyprus dispute either through incentives 
for negotiations or sanctions. The motion is 
non-binding but it at least serves to lift the 
comer of the diplomatic rug under which Cy- 
prus has been swept for far too long. 

While the unity of Jerusalem as Israel’s capi- 
tal gets a good share of international debate, the 
scandal of the totally divided ancient city of 
Nicosia goes mostly unremarked. The suspicion 
is that many of the principals in the Cyprus 
affair continue to tun a blind eye because their 
past record on it is so appalling they would 
rather forget it. 

Turkey has always refused to accept that 
Cyprus, a patently Greek island through and 

through, was just one more victim of Ottoman 
greed in this region. When the Ottomans van- 
ished, Turkish claims to Cyprus should pt 
vanished with them. The British Empi 
quired, ruled and finally quit Cyprus with cle 
acteristic deviousness, When Greek Cypriots 
objected to their rule in the 1950s, the British 
created ethnic division by fanning hitherto noa- 
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on the issue of the Golan. Not that the organiza- 
tion opposes Israel’s policies — it does not 
consider such matters to be its business, and it 
supports the official US line that bringing peace 
to the region is in America’s interest. 

But JINSA has annoyed the it and 
the embassy by the very fact that it brought up 
the question of the Golan for discussion. It has 
ignored the embassy’s call to avoid such “‘pre- 
mature”’ colloquies, and ex skepticism 
about the utility of stationing US troops on the 
Golan in the framework of an Israel-Syria pact. 
What particularly irritated the embassy was a 
JINSA-sponsored symposium in July, in which 
four retired Israeli generals exchanged ideas on 
the Golan with four US counterparts. 

All this would not merit much attention had it 
not been symptomatic of an attitude which 
tecalls Lenin’s saying, ‘‘If you are not for us, 
you are against us."’ To compare Israci to a 
police state is wrong, unfair and offensive, but 
the government’s intolerance of dissent borders 
on the unacceptable for a democratic society. 

This intolerance is manifested in the almost 
hysterical response by the authorities ~ from the 
prime minister to the riot police — to every small 
or large group of demonstrators; in the glee with 
which the government, police and media 
powace on opportunities to pin heinous crimes 
or nefarious plans on ‘‘settlers”’ or “right-wing 
fanatics;’’ and in the searches, arrests and base- 
less criminal ptosecutions with which the secu- 
rity forces hound and harass protest leaders.

Von Hofe was able to obtain the 
voluminous FBI files on Feucht- 
wanger, in which one source la- 
bels the writer as a “Kremlin 
crawler. 

Marta Feuchtwanger survived 
her husband by 29 years and is 
remembered as a dramatic pres- 
ence on the Los Angeles scene, 
her petite and erect figure always 
sheathed in black from neck to 
feet.

Parents of small children live 
both inside and outside the emo- 
tional lives of their children. No 
aspect of parenting delineates 
nese, two areas with greater deli- 


ty to another child or. at most, 
two. The teacher can encourage 
this indirectly by structuring ac- 
tivities where such close contact 
is necessary and fun. Parents can 
create Visiting situations that al- 
low for such contact. The easiest 
form involves asking another 
mother to come to your home 
with her child. Then you can plan 
some fun (or tasty!) activities that 
will bring the two children 
together. 

As much as parents wish it 
were otherwise. the “inside” as- 
sistance that they can provide 
here is much more limited. The 
first principle is: give the child the 
time she needs to move ahead. 
The second principle: acknowl- 


edge even the most minute 
change in the desired direction 
and don‘t comment on what 
hasn't changed. You can’t make 
friends for your daughter. You 
can let her know that you are sure 
that she will find her own way to 
make friends and that you will 
keep searching for opportunities 
for her to try. 

You also can talk with her 
about her fears and worries, 
share some of the worries you 
once had, and make up strategies 
to overcome fears and worries. 
(Some ideas: make up a funny 
name for the fear and, when it 
comes, say something like, 
“Babe Ruth is here’ and find a 
place to put it away. Or, make up 
a little jingle that reminds her of 
mom, or that mom is with her.) 

You can check with vour 
spouse to see if this is an area of 
conflict -- either overt or covert — 
between the two of you. If so. .

Prtible. You also can 
talk with your own parents about 
how you ‘and your siblings func- 
tioned in this area as children and 
how it was handled. 

And, you can do one more 
thing: you can decide how big the 
problem is. The more you make 
it small, the smaller it becomes. 
The more steadily and gradually 
you set your course in a way that 
suits your personality. the more 
naturally you enlist other parents 
for joint invitations. the more 
you are alert to the first tittle 
igns of movement. the more the 
problem will fit its proper size: 
the size of six hands -- your 
daughter's and her parents’.

ANTICIPATING the possibility 
that the government's plan to dis- 
tribute free vouchers to the pub- 
lic for the purchase of state- 
owned firms and banks may 
depress stock prices. the Trea- 
sury has drafted legislation to 
protect the government from 
litigation. 

The draft bill, which was publi- 
Cized yesterday, was distributed 
earlier in the week to the legal 
establishment for comments. 

The plan is aimed at jump- 
starting the goverament's privati- 
zation program by offering about 
NIS 6 billion in state-owned com- 
panies to the public. 

Those listed in the voters regis- 
try — about 3.82 million people — 
will be entitled to receive free 
vouchers worth between 
NIS 400-NIS 600 for the pur- 
chase of a share package worth 
about NIS 2.000. Based on the 
address recorded in the registry, 
people wil} be notified by the 


Bank of Israel, which will deposit

the voucher in a bank chosen by 
the individual. 

Three to four months after the 
vouchers are distributed, the 
stock market will open trading. 
Six months after distribution, it 
will be possible to convert the 
vouchers into shares at a price 
reflecting a 20 percent to 30% 
discount on the shares‘ market 
Price. 

According to the Brodet panel 
which recommended the plan, 
the first privatization candidates 
will be firms that have already 
issued a prospectus and have un- 
dertaken the required structural 
and regulatory reforms.

companies that could include Is- 
rae] Chemicals, Bezeq. ΕἸ ΑἹ. 
Zim, Israel Electric Corporation, 
Bank Hapoalim, Bank Leumi.

Once the vouchers are traded 
for shares, people will have be- 
tween one to two years to buy 
them, after which they will 
expire. 

Should an individual die during 
the program, his spouse will be 
entitled to the voucher, and in 
the absence of a spouse. his 
children will receive the vou- 
cher. 

The cost of administering the 
Program is estimated at 
NIS 8.3m. The Treasury expects 
to incur additional advertising 
and public information expenses 
for explaining the program and 
educating the public about the 
companies whose shares are be- 
ing offered. 

The program is estimated to 
Save about NIS 240m. in under- 
writing costs which would be re- 
quired for ἃ regular issue of suck 
Magnitude. 

Treasury officials estimate that 
it will take about six months for 
the program to begin.

THE Anillery Corps is undergo- 
ing a profound and revolutionary 
transformation with the introduc- 
tion of the advanced, US-made, 
Multiple Launched Rocket Sys- 
tem (MLRS), said OC Artillery 
Brig.-Gen. Shuka Dorfman yes- 
terday. The MLRS was officially 
unveiled together with other sys- 
tems designed to bring the corps 
into the next millennium. 

The decision to acquire the 
MLRS was made in February 
1993, following several years of 
evaluations and budgetary con- 
straints. The MLRS is capable of 
firing 12 rockets simultaneously 
from 10-32 kilometers. 

The 227mm. rockets carry ἃ 
payload of cluster bombs, which 
are released when the rockets ex- 
plode over the battlefield. The 
MLRS is a so-called “‘shoot and 
scoot‘ system, meaning it fires 
and redeploys immediately, thus 
decreasing its exposure to return 
fire. 


The MLRS, used effectively by 
the US in the Gulf War, is de- 
signed to be used against second- 
echelon forces, which includes ἰσ- 
gistics, . engineering, and 
reinforcements moving behind 
front line units. 

The system is already opera- 
tional in the IDF. Since 1993, 
IDF officers and soldiers have 
trained with the MLRS at the US 
Amny Artillery School in Ft. Sill, 
Oklahoma.

Court to either drop charges or 
acquit his client before the evi- 
dence in the trial is heard. 
Attomey Avigdor Feldman ar- 
gued that since Friedan’s former 
partner and co-defendant Ya’a- 
cov Tsur secretly turned State’s 
Witness against Nimrodi during 
his client’s trial, it was impossible 
to give Friedan a fair hearing. 
“This is a most incorrect way to 
conduct a trial,” he said. “Οὐ "the 
one hand {Tsur] was accused to- 
gether with my client Rafi Friedan, 
but on the other hand he was act- 
ing as 8 police agent, gathering 


evidence against my client and 
against my client’s lawyer Motti 
Katz.” 

Feldman said it was inconceiv- 
able that Tsur, while still a co- 
defendant in the media wiretap- 
ping case, appearing in the same 
courtroom as Friedan, clandes- 
tinely gathered evidence for po- 
lice against Friedan and others.
